"North Dakota's problem is dis- 


tinctly a rural one. Of every eight 
persons to a square mile, seven are 
classed as rural. 
Over.72 per cent 


of the population 13 either foreign 
born or of foreign descent. In most, 
respects, however, life in the rural 
community 
is not unlike 
that in 


Wisconsin or in any 
other state. 


People art hungry for recreation. 
Young people lcave the farm be- 
cause of its lack of joy." 


•Concrete expression was given to 


the need '."or such recreation. Pro-/ 
fessor Alvord explained, when under 
his di-.-ection The Little Country The- 
atre was established for the purpose 
of producing plays which could be 
easily staged in rural communities. 


"Scarcely four years old," he "con- 


tinued, "the work has already jus-, 
tifed itself. In North Dakota alone1 
between 2,500 and 3,000 peoplf- are 
participating in home talent plays. 
In one year 1,600 pieces of play mat- 
ter have been sent out. Everybody 
has caught the spirit. In one town- 
ship the farmers, by pulling togeth- 
er, built -a recreation hall 
costing 


$3,000. 


"The movement has furnished a 


medium for self expression. When 
people express themselves they usu- 
ally find themselves, and when they 
find themselves they,become inter- 
ested in the life of the community. 
One group of ypunjr people repre- 
senting five nationalities produced 
and staged 
a play. 
Many others 


have been produced. The foreign 
born have made valuable contribu- 
tions from tho folk lore, the songs 
and dances of the different nation- 
alities.

The "automatic soldier" 


can be controlled from a cenT 
tral position . some four or 
five miles behind the defense, 
according to the inventor.
